The use of oil for fuel in steam-gen- 


erating- plants is steadily though slowly 
increasing, its 'Special advantages be- 
ing cheapness, cleanliness and the re-, 
duced storage capacity and personal at- 
tendance required. In tho earlier ap- 
plications of petroleum to such uses, the 
liquid was injected through a burner 
which broke it into spray; but there is 
now a tendency to gasify it completely 
before ignition, just as in the cylinders 
of motors driven by oil. 
The accom- 


panying illustration shows the geceril 
arrangement of an English vaporizer, 
which is uowattraetiuEf soincattention. 
The oil enters through the lowermost 
elbow and right-hand pipe, flows to 
and fro through short, passages iu the 
slanting roof of the device, which is 
heated bv flames underneath, and 
emerges in the form of gas through the 
left-hand pipe, which leads to a uipple 
or burner. The flame shoots up against 
the under side of the vaporizing plate, 
and out on the •further side in n. sheet 
of flame as wide us the whole apparatus 
is Ions' (about fl or 10 inches), to a dis- 
tance-(when the device is in full opera- 
tion) of about 20 inches. In starting-, a 
little ether is hurucd in a tray at the 
bottom of the apparatus.

He operated a large 
lotel in Philadelphia during the Centen- 
nial exposition and later conducted a 
summer hotel in tho Catskill mountains 
on tho Hudson river, and also at West 
Point, N. Y., and Springfield, Muss. His 
ast undertaking ao a hotel keeper was 
at Excelsior Springs, Mo. During the 
World's Pair he conducted a boarding 
louse bureau at Chic:".;o.

WASHINGTON LETTER. 


(From our Regular Correspondent.) 
WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 15,1895. 


'Old man mystery" is Mr. Cleveland's 


latest Washington name. It has been 
bestowed upon him on account of his 
growing lining for mystifying the public 
as to his comings and going. His man- 
ner of returning to Washington after 
his long absence emphasizes the cor- 
rectness of the new appellation. None ot 
his friends have ever succeeded in giv- 
ing a satisfactory explanation of this de- 
sire to keep his movements secret, espe- 
cially when going upon or returning 
ilrom a trip, although some of them have 
made ingenious attempts in that line. 
There is some curiosity expressed as to 
whether when ho takes his cabinet down 
to Atlanta ho will try to smuggle him- 
self ana them out of tho city. 
If any- 


body knows when tho purty is to start 
they aro keeping the knowledge to them- 
selves. All that is known in Washing- 
ton is that arrangements aro beingmado 
in Atlanta to have thaPresidential party 
ut the Exposition on the 22nd inst. 


While no senator has made a positive 


statement to thut elTect, enough has 
been said by senators to make it well 
nigh certain that there will be no gen- 
eral reorganization of the senate when 
congress meets, owing to ucither party 
having a clear majority in that bncly 
and to neither Republicans or Durno- 
cruts desiring to allow the Populists to 
dictate tho organization by making a 
deul for thoir votes.

THE EIGHTEENTH DISTRICT 


W. 1'. li. Hadley Named to Suc- 


ceed Cook—A Good Choice. 


Hon. Wm. F. L. Hadley, of Edwarcls- 


ville, was chosen Monday at Litchrield 
as the Republican candidate for con- 
gress in the Eighteenth congressional 
district. Fred Rcrnann, who was elected 
last fall, died some time ago and a 
special election was called to fill tho va- 
cancy. The Democrats, after a long 
contest, 
nominated 
ex-Congressman 


Lune, of Hillsboro, who had boon de- 
feated by ftomann. The Republicans 
nominated Cyrus L. Cook, of Edwards- 
ville, who died suddenly in Chicago last 
Friday. 


The time, before the election 
will 


occur, was too short under the provis- 
ion of the Australian ballot law to 
hold a. convention and file nomination 
papers and under the provisions of that 
law a successor to till the vacancy had 
to be named by the congressional cen- 
tral committee. 
That committee was 


called to meet at Litchfiold Monday to 
name a Republican candidate and tho 
result was tho nomination of Mr. Had- 
loy of Edwardsville. 


In that district, which consists of six 


counties, the Republican committee is 
mado up of two committeemcn from 
ouch county, making a committee of 12. 
The counties composing the district are 
Moultric, Shelby, Montgomery, Fayette, 
Bond and Madison. 
When Cook was 


nominated the candidates were Humlin, 
of Shelby; Fogler, of Fayotte and Cook 
of Madison. 
Bond, Montgomery and 


Madison gave Cook the nomination. Tho 
committee stood in the same relation 
Monday, six voting forCupt. D.H.Sparks 
of Alton, who was the choice ot Madi- 
son county, and the other six members 
of tho committne were divided between 
Hauilin, of Shelby, and Fogler, of Fay- 
ette. After the first ballot Hamlin was 
withdrawn and tho six committocmen 
voted for Fogler. Thirty-seven ballots 
wore taken without change, tho result 
of each ballot being (i for Sparks and G 
for Fogler. A recess was taken until 
after supper. 


After supper forty three inoro ballots 


wore taken with tho same result. 
It 


was finally agrciid that both men should 
withdraw providing the coimuitte could 
unite on some other man. Tho commit- 
tee agreed on Dr. B. F. Bennettof Litch- 
licld but he refused to accept the nom- 
inaiion, Tho committee then agreed 
upon Hon. W- V. L. Hadley of Edwards- 
villo and bo accepted 
the 
nomination. 


Kvorything was friendly and harmon- 
ious throughout.

as to whether the east or west end of 
the district should have the next con- 
gressman.

SUBJECT TO ASSESSMENT. 


Supreme Court Holds That Church 


Property Can be Taxed. Under 


Certain Conditions. 


Springfield Journal, Oct. lo: Tho su- 


preme court has rendered a decision 
which, in effect, establishes the rule that 
the property of religious, charitable and 
educational associations not used ex 
clusively for religions, charitable and 
ducational purposes is subject to as- 
sessment for taxation. The 
question 


arose in a caso brought to that tribunal 
on- an information filed by Auditor of 
Public accounts David Gore against the 
Young Men's Christian association of 
Peoria. 
This association erected a five 


story brick and stone building in the 
business part of the city, and. follow- 
ing tho common 
practice of similar 


associations 
everywhere, 
it 
used it 


portion of tho building for the hold- 
ing of religious 
and 
other gather- 


ings under its auspices, and for a gyruny- 
siuin, reading roomsatid bath rooms, and 
rented the remainder of the building to 
persons engaged in various lines of busi- 
ness, among the tenants being a bank, u 
title guarantee and abstract company, 
and several lavv\ors, physicians, dentists 
and insurance agents. The rents aggre- 
gated ?11,000 a year. The pioperty was 
aeseBsecl by the local assessor at 81:5,000. 
An appeal being taken to the hoard of 
supervisors, that 
body declared the 


property 
exempt 
from taxation and 


ordered the assessment, stricken from 
the list. Auditor Gore, when (ho case 
was presented to him, reversed tho ac 
tion of the board ot supervisors, assign- 
ing tho following reasons for so doing: 


"Tho statement of facts subipilted 


shows that this property is not used J'or 
purely charitable or educational pur- 
poses, neither is it used exclusively 1'or 
public .vorsliip. On the contrary, u large 
part of the building is routed to various 
tenants and a eanaidcrahlo yearly income 
is derived therefrom. 
It is therefore 


used for profit, and is not. in the opin- 
ion of 
the 
auditor, 
cxoiupl 
fiom 


taxes." 


The position of the auditor is sustain- 


ed by the supreme court. 
But it is 


stated in tho opinion, that, us tlio case is 
presented, it is unnecessary lo tlcncl 
whether the property would bo liable to 
taxation if need exclusively in carrying 
out the. objects oE the 
Young Jlen'i; 


Christian association, as set forth in tho 
charter that is, "foi tho improvement 
of the spiritual, mental, social and phys- 
ical condition of young men." 
Because 


a part of the building is so used, the 
court Eiiys, it does nut follow that the 
wholu thereby becomes 
exempt 
from 


taxation.

Them at Wilmington. 


A telegram from Joliet states that tho 


building of u soldiers' widows' homo at 
Wilmington has been given a splendid 
start through the efforts of the Women's 
Relief Corps and Senator Monroe, of 
that city. All that remains to bo done 
is to go ahead with the work. It will bo 
remembered that several years ago tho 
corpa purchased tho Trowbridge prop- 
erty overlooking the Kankakec river, lit 
one of the prettiest spots about Wil- 
mington, Will county, but were \inable 
to secure sufficient funds to pay for it. 
Tho matter remained in this condition 
till Senator Munroo brought about an 
appropriation of 85000 to pay for a site, 
S5000 for maintaining tho place for the 
first year, and 810,000 the second, The 
bill passed both houses, andja board of 
trustees was appointed as follows: Capt.

Black, Chicago; Mrs. O. Porter John- 
son, Englewood; Mrs. R. W. Bunn,Suui- 
ner; Mrs. Florence J. Miller, president 
of the W. R. C. of Illinois, Monticello, 
and Capt. Wm.

An American baby has been born on 


Hershei Island, as close to the North 
Pole as San Francisco is to Mnzatlan. 
It would be an item worth mentioning 
if the baby was born of native parents 
in such a far north part of the world. 
It is, however, a white baby, its mother 
being the wife of Captain A. C. Sher- 
man of the steam whaler Beluga. 


In all likelihood a baby never saw the 


light of day on Ilersiiel Island before. 
It is a barren spot in the Arctic ocean. 
The island lies north of the boundary 
line, being the extreme northern portion 
of Alaska and the extreme northern 
portion of British North America. 
If it 


were possible to follow an air line from 
Sitka to Hershei Island the traveler 
would have to 
journey 
1.500 miles 


straight north before he could see the 
bold headlines of Hershol Island. 


It seems that Captain Sherman and 


his wife had passed one winter at Her 
shel Island and Mrs. Sherman was quite 
used to the midnight sun of the sum- 
mers and the long darkness of the winter 
as well. 
There was great to do about 


the birth of the baby. 
There we'o four 


women at the island to idolize the little 
one. They were the wives of whaling 
captains. 


The whalers, most of whom had been 


away from home for more than eighteen 
months when the baby was born, were 
greatly interested in the event, and sent 
very many presents to the happy mother. 
There happened to be a clergyman of 
the Church of England at the camp. 
With all the formality that was possible 
in the barren island he christened the 
child Helen Herehel Sherman. 


The baby has taken very kindly to 


the mild "but perpetual daylight of tho 
summer at Hershol Island, and bids fair 
to thrive there- during tho long, dull 
winter months. Its playthings are made 
from whalebono and its cradle was cut 
from pieces of wreckage by a ship's car- 
penter,
